~OTARTED BY BUREAU 


Officials Want to Know How 
Trust Companies Are 
Functioning. 

SURVEY WILL DICTATE 
POLICY TO BE PURSUED 


Individual Guardians 
Found Unequal to Their 
Tasks. 


———> 


Nation-wide check-up of the man- 
ner in which trust companies are 
carrying out their work as guard- 
ijans of the veterans’ bureau has 
been ordered by the bureau. 

Bureau. guardianship officers 
throughout the country have been 
ordered to forward to Washington 
detailed reports of the guardian- 
Ship work of companies in their 
territory. 

The reports are to be submitted 
to headquarters here not later than 
September 15. The guardianship 


officers have been instructed espe- 
cially to inform headquarters here 
of the manner in which any unfav- 
orable conditions in their territories 
have been improved 

The reports are expected to place 
in the hands of bureau executives 
here accurate information on the 
character and efficiency of guardian 
trust companies throughout the 
country and enable them to judge 
of the wisdom of permitting an in- 
crease in the number of wards of 
any of the companies or the justi- 
fication for a reduction in the num- 
ber already under the care of any 
company. 

The survey is a part of the read- 
justment of.the bureau’s machinery 
for the protection of mentally in- 
competent veterans, and is not the 
result of any widespread laxity 
among guardian trust companies or 
abuses of their office as guardians. 


Keystone of Structure. 


Trust companies have been made 
the keystone of the new guardian- 
ship structure the bureau is erect- 
ing after months of careful investi- 
Zation and study by medical and 
regal experts of the bureau. Bu- 
reau officials do not expect the sur- 
vey which has been ordered to dis- 
close any startling conditions which 
will make necessary any change in 
their plan. Selection of trust com- 
panies as against individuals as 
guardians was made after months 
of study by bureau officials. 

“It is believed,’’ Maj. Davis G. 
Arnold, national guardianship of- 
ficer of the bureau, declared, ‘‘that 
trust companies, by reason of their 
business-like methods in handling 
and conserving the estates of their 
wards, together with their personal 
interest as manifested by the set- 
up esablished by the majority of 
Such institutions for social contact 
work, either by a trust officer of 
the company or through the Red 
Cross or other welfare agency, are 
handling the situation in a very 
satisfactory manner.”’ 

Regardless of the welfare work 
and machinery for personal con- 
tact with their wards arranged by 
a growing number of trust com- 
panies, the bureau is planning the 
development of an extensive wel- 
fare service of its own which, 
either through its own machinery, 
or through arrangements with ex- 
isting welfare agencies, will keep 
it in close personal contact with 
every disabled, ill or mentally sick 
veteran under its care. 


Instructions to Field. 


Regional guardianship officers 
have been instructed to persuade 
guardian trust companies to in- 
crease their facilities for personal 
contact and relationship with the 
veterans under their guardianship. 
There should be close understand- 
ing of the purpose and work of the 
bureau and all of the humanizing 
and welfare and guardianship agen- 
cies, regional officers have been 
told. 

Emphasizing the advantages of 
the trust companies as guardians 
over individuals, Maj. Arnold de- 
clared that individuals with a large 
number of wards ‘are unable to 
render that degree of personal sery- 
ice to their wards that it is desired 
to obtain.”’ 

‘To prevent wholesale guardian- 
ships in the future,’’ he ordered, 
“guardianship officers are directed 
to take proper steps to prevent the 
appointment, whenever possible, of 
any individual as guardian of more 
than five beneficiaries. 

“This limitation upon the num- 
ber of wards that a guardian may 
have is confined to individuals and 
does not apply to trust companies. 
Trust companies will continue to be 
favored when new appointments are 
being made and the facts indicate 
that the interests of the beneficiary 
can best be protected in that way. 

“Individuals may be favored for 
appointments as guardian of the 
person when there is a division in 
the guardianship of the person and 
the estate. Where, however, there 
is no necessity for a divided respon- 
sibility in the guardianship of a 
beneficiary, the guardianship officer 
should recommend the appointment 
of either a trust company or an in- 
dividual for both the person and the 
estate.”’

fact, rather than the open letter of 
former Premier Clemenceau’ to 
President Coolidge, is menerally 
supposed to be the real reason for 
avoiding discussion of the debt set- 
tlements at today’s session of the 
cabinet, although it was announced 
on god authority that the minis- 
ters were called together to consid- 
er that particular question. 


Marin Leads Objectors. 


M. Marin, minister of pensions, 
representing the republican union 
group, formerly known as the na- 
tional bloc in the cabinet, is said to 
have been the principal objector to 
immediate consideration. The debt 
settlements, in all probability, will 
be postponed until October at the 
earliest, unless M. Poincare is able 
before the adjournment of parlia- 
ment this week to bring about an 
agreement among his ministers in 
favor of ratification. 

The premier is known to favor 
prompt action with respect to the 
debts, as advised by the committee 
of experts appointed some time ago 
to investigate the financial affairs 
of the country. Several members of 
the cabinet, however, including M. 
Tardieu, minister of commerce, as 
well as M. Marin, believe that pub- 
‘ic opinion in France is not yet pre- 
pared to accept the Washington set- 
tlement. 

M. Franklin-Bouillon this after- 
noon told the foreign affairs com- 
mittee of the chamber, of which he 
is president, that he understood, 
although he was without official in- 
formation on the subject, that M. 
Berenger, the French Ambassador 
to the’ United States, would not be 
requested to rejoin his post in 
Washington for the time being. 

A group of prominent republi- 
cans today decided to send their 
congratulations to former Premier 
Clemenceau for his open letter to 
President Coolidge on the question 
of war debts. Minister of Pensions 
Louis Marin is the leader of this 
group in the chamber. 

The wartime premier'’s sudden 
incursion into the arena of politics 
has made a good impression both in 
political circles and among the gen- 
eral public. It is almost unanimous- 
ly approved. A notable exception, 
however, is the Matin, which. is re- 
garded as being close to Premier 
Poincare. 

Stephane Lauzanne, in an article 
in the Matin, under the caption ‘‘A 
guilty party rises in accusation,’ 
observes that M. Clemenceau, be- 
lieving that “the lamentable debt 
business” not sufficiently trouble- 
some, has decided to make matters 
worse by writing a letter to Presi- 
dent Coolidge, which is a veritable 
indictment of America and Ameri- 
cans.”’ 

The writer goes on tg say that 
the whole trouble had its origin 
in a peace of which M. Clemenceau 
was one of the principal authors 
and that, therefore, M. Clemenceau 
would be better advised to con- 
tinue to preserve the silence he 
maintained for six years, instead of 
making the situation harder ‘‘by 
ebusing an ally.” 


Berlin Press Says Tiger’s 
Appeal Is Self-Deteating 


Berlin, Aug. 9 (By A. P.).—In 
an apparently officially inspired ar- 
ticle, the Deutsche Diplomatische 
Korrespondenz characterizes Clem- 
enceau’s letter to President Cool- 
idge on the subject of the war debt, 
as: self-defeating because of its 
‘‘clumsiness and imaccuracies.”’ 

Concerning its reception by 
President Coolidge, the paper ob- 
serves: ‘‘The pathetic as well as 
aggresive rally of the French states- 
man who was responsible for Ver- 
sailles could hardly have been 
shelved in a cooler manner.” 

While Germany welcomes ®every- 
thing tending to lighten France’s 
burdens, the paper’ continues, 
France’s attitude toward the obli- 
gation imposed on Germany ‘‘ex- 
traordinarily encourages cool treat- 
ment of°*an appeal addressed to the 
feelings of other nations,” 

The paper recalls France’s ‘“in- 
ordinate anxiety to make Germany 
fulfill every iota of the Versailles 
treaty.”

White House Through 
Congress’ Neglect. 


27 STATES ARE DENIED 
FAIR REPRESENTATION 


How Reapportionment Failure 
Would Unbalance House 
wwe on ibaa 


By W ILLIAM PrP. HELM, JR. 

Failure of Congress to reappor- 
tion the United States on the basis 
of the 1920 census, as required by 
the Constitution, can easily result 
in throwing the presidential elec- 
tion of 1928 entirely out of balance 
and in the event of a close contest 
it would be possible for a candidate 


receiving a minority of the popu- 
lar vote to win handily from an op- 
ponent receiving a clear popular | 
majority. 

All sorts of complications could 
easily develop from the failure to 
reapportion should neither of two 
leading candidates obtain a ma- 
jority in‘the electoral college. In 
that event, the election would be 
thrown into the House of Repre- 
sentatives to be decided by the 
membership which will be elected 
next November. Each State would 
vote as a unit. States with divided 
political membership would deter- 
mine their adherence to either can- 
didate by majority vote of their 
representatives in Congress. And 
because 27 States have been denied 
equal representation in the House 
by congressional failure to reap- 
portion, their State delegations are 
now out of plumb and a majority 
of their House membership in many 
cases could represent a minority 
of the population. 

Take New Jersey, for instance, 
avhose representation in the House, 
under the 1910 apportionment, is 
fixed at 12. In deciding her vote for 
President, should the election be 
thrown into the House, 7 members 
would constitute a majority. New 
Jersey's vote for President thus 
would be determined by the votes 
of 7 representatives. But under re- 
apportionment at the presént ratio 
of one representative for every 
211,877 inhabitants. New Jersey is 
entitled to 15 representatives. And 
in that case 7 of her represent- 
atives would constitute a minority. 


California's Plight. 


California furnishes another 
illustration. Six of her 11 repre 
sentatives would decide which way 
she would vote in the case of an 
election thrown into the House. 
Were the country reapportioned, as 
the Constitution requires, California 
would have, at the present ratio, 16 
representatives in the lower house. 
It would require the votes of nine 
of them to decide on California’s 
choice. 

Because of the failure to reappor- 
tion, an individual vote for a presi- 
dential candidate in Vermont, for 
instance, is worth almost two in- 
cividual votes in California. That 
is due to the fact that under the 
antiquated apportionment voted in 
August, 1911, Vermont's two rep- 
resentatives in Congress are elected 
on the basis of one for every 176,- 
000 inhabitants. whereas Califor- 
nia’s representatives are elected on 
the basis of one for every 311,000. 
When 176,000 persons in Vermont 
have voted-——or so many of them as 
are adults——one. representative is 
elected. But when 176,000 Cali- 
fornians. or so many of them as are 
adults, have voted the election is 
only half over. Another batch of 
135.000 are vet waiting to vote. 

In New Mexico, conditions are 
still more thoroueh!~y cut of propor- 
tion. With 360,350 inhabitants, 
New Mexico is allowed but one rep- 
resentative in Congress. Vermont, 
with only 352,428 is allowed two 
representatives. In Maine a House 
member represents the votes of 
192,003 citizens; in Arizona he rep- 
resents the vote of 323,903 citizens. 
North and South Dakota with com- 
bined population of somewhat less 
than 1,300,000 elect six members 
of the House——three for each State; 
Connecticut with nearly 1,400,000 
elects only five. 

Kentucky had a population of 
about 2,400,000 in 1920. She sends 
eleven representatives to Washing- 
ton. “So does California, whose 
population in 1920 was more than 
1,000,000 greater than that cf Ken- 
tucky. Missouri sends sixteen to 
the House. Her population in 1920 
was about 3,400,000——almost exact- 
ly the same as California's. Yet 
Michigan, with 265,000 more in- 
habitants than Missouri, elects but 
thirteen, or three less than Missouri. 
Massachusetts, with nearly 450,000 
more inhabitants than Missouri, 
sends the same number of repre- 
sentatives to Washington, sixteen. 

North Carolina, with 2,560,000 
inhabitants in 1920, elects ten mem- 
bers of the House, whereas lowa, 
with only 2,400,000 elects : eleven 
members. Kansas with 1,768,000 
inhabitants, is represented by eight 
members of the House;. Arkansas, 
with 17,000 less population, has 
only seven, | 

These inconsistencies indicate 
the extent to which the presidential 
election may be affected in 1928, 
by failure of Congress to reappor- 
tion. Had the country been reap- 
portioned on the present basis of 
one representative to every 211,- 
877 population, the electoral 
lege in 1928 would consist of 589 
votes, or 58 more than at present. 
The successful candidate for Presi- 
dent in that event would have to 
poll 295 votes, as against 266 at 
present. But

HELMY AND MIGHEL TRY 
CHANNEL SWIM TOGETHER 


Two Giants, Egyptian and 
Frenchman, Are Cheered 
by Miss Ederle. 


SHE WISHES BOTH LUCK

Cape Gris-Nez, France, Aug. 9.— 
Ishak Helmy, the giant Egyptian 
swimmer and friend of Gertrude 
Ederle, dove off in the direction of 
the English coast at 9:30 o'clock to- 
night, with weather conditions ideal 
for his third attempt this year to 


swim the English channei. 

With Helmy went Georges Michel, 
the enormous Frenchman, winner of 
the Paris marathon two weeks ago. 
It was his eighth try at the angry 
waters of the Straits of Dover. The 
pair decided late this afternoon to 
make it a twosome. 

They struck off together, shep- 
herded as one by the Boulogne tug 
Alsace, Capt. Louis .Corthes, the 
same tug and commander that 
shielded Trudie. This was an eco- 
nomic measure for Michel, but 
Helmy had no need for economy, as 
he is wealthy, and trying to swim 
the channel has been his hobby for 
years, although he is but 28. 

In one rowboat preceding the two 
mastodonic swimmers were Bill 
Burgess. who was training Helmy 
along with Miss Ederle, and Jabez 
Wolfe, her trainer last year, who 
has been training Michel for this 
channel effort. 

A crowd of several hundred per- 
sons was on the beach to see them 
off, Artois peasants coming from 
miles around on hearing that Trudie 
would appear for their start, as she 
did last might for the take-off of 
Omer Perrault, the sad-eyed young 
Canadian, and Lieut. Col. Bernard 
Freyberg, ‘‘the most wounded vet- 
eran of the English army’’ and hero 
of the Dardanelles, both of whom 
failed.

South America Said to. Be 
Using League as Foil to 
U. S. Power. 


Williamstown, Mass., Aug. 9 (By 
A. P.).—-Ominous portents' in 
China’s foreign relations were pic- 
tured at the Institute of Politics to- 
day by Chinese and American ex- 
perts. 

The Chinese problem, which cen- 
ters about that country’s demands 
for tariff autonomy and abrogation 
of the extraterritoriality treaties, 
was traced to the patriotism and 
awakened nationalism that are be- 
ing inculcated in the Chinese mind 
with the introduction of Western 
education and business methods. 

Dr. G. H. Blakeslee, of Clark 
university, said there was grave 
danger that the Chinese govern- 
ment would, by decree, cancel the 
treaties giving foreign powe@s mili- 
tary and naval rights in China. If 
this should happen, he said, it 
probably would result in a ‘“‘hurried 
call for gunboats and marines, with 
consequent military clashes and a 
detpened bitterness between China 
and the foreign powers.”’ 

Limitation of the foreign right 
by which some of the cities are en- 
tirely under the control of foreign- 
ers also is demanded by China, he 
said. 


England Held to Blame. 


Dr. Edward Hume, president of 
the Yale College in China, blamed 
England for the troubles over 
concessions held by foreigners in 
China. “With reference to the 
unequal treaties,’’ he said, “‘it is 
again England that is responsible. 
In revising the treaties, we must 
begin with England.”’ 

Dr. P. W. Kuo, director of the 
China institute in America, de- 
clared that ‘‘the policy of France 
must be abandoned in favor of the 
policy of justice.’’ 

Continuation of the policies for- 
merly maintained, he said, and re- 
fusal to recognize the integrity of 
treaty agreements will only make 
stronger the resistance China is al- 
ready finding so effective by means 
of economic boycotts, and it fur- 
ther will make necessary the de- 
velopment of her military strength 
to combat occidental imperialistic 
policies. 


South America’s View. 


Preponderant participation of the 
Latin-American States in the 
League of Nations is the result of 
their attempts to ally themselves 
with a power that will counterbal- 
ance that now exerted over them 
by the United States. said M. Nich- 
olas Politis, minister of Greece to 
France, at the Institute of Politics 
today. 

‘The predominance of the United 
States on the American continent 
is s0 manifest that occasionally it 
gives Latin America a cause to 
worry,’ he said. “‘They instinct- 
ively seek a counterpolise and it is 
their conception that with the 
league becoming more powerful 
they will find it in that counter- 
poise.’’ 

“This I perceived quite often at 
Geneva,” he continued. ‘Speaking 
with delegates of many American 
states, I was told that they regretted 
that they were not yet in.a position 
to submit successfully before the 
league the disputes they have with 
their neighbors. They expressed 
the hope to me that the time will 
come when the league will utilize 
an opportunity to bring themselves 
and the United States more closer 
to their international life.’’ 

Gain Solidarity. 

“In Geneva,’ he said, ‘“‘better 
than at home, they are in a position 
to understand how much can be 
gained -by forming in the midst of 
the league a speciai group of pe- 
culiar solidarity.”’ 

“They also seek league protec- 
tion, for they realize that in the 
future their rich stores of raw ma- 
terials will be a prize to arouse the 
cupidity of other nations, and un- 
less they have the protection of 
such a power as the league will be- 
come, they must each burden them- 
selves with extra military protec- 
tion.’’

SPEECH IS TRANSLATED 


Want No Pity or Charity, Dr. 
Fox Says; Desire to Sup- 
press Imposters. 


When Arthur L. Roberts, of Chi- 
cago, ascended a rostrum here last 
night and made a series of light- 
ning-like signs with his fingers and 
arms, he called to order one of the 
interesting and impressive 
conventions this city of conventions 
has ever seen—the fifteenth tri- 
ennial gathering of the National 
Association of the Deaf. 

The corvention, which is being 
held in the Willard hotel, is being 
attended by 2,000 deaf mutes from 
all parts of the country. They will 
remain until Saturday, when an 


election of officers will bring the 
convention to a close. 


Pray, Then Dance. 


The opening session last 
began with an invocation—pro- 
nounced in the sign language— 
and ended with a dance. To an on- 
looker, it was no different from 
any other dance, although about 50 
per cent of the dancers were stone 
deaf. It was explained that they 
“felt” the music. 

Flying fingers, accompanied by 
eloquent gestures and expressions, 
transmitted the speeches to the 
delegates last night. Only two of 
the speeches were delivered orally, 
those of Maj. W. E. R. Covell, as- 
sistant to engineer commissioner, 
who welcomed the delegates to 
Washington, and Harry E. Hull, 
commissioner of immigration, who 
spoke on legislation for the deaf. 
These two speeches were translated 
into the sign language. 

“The Star-Spangled Banner’’ 
song and “signed’’ 
the singer being Mrs. Myrtle 
Barnes, of this city, and signer, 
Mrs. Anna McGann, of Illinois. 


Address by Dr. Fox. 


The views of the delegates were 
summed up in the address of Dr. 
Thomas F. Fox, of New York. He 
said: 

“The association seeks to broad- 
cast the information that the edu- 
cated deaf differ from other people 
merely in the lack of hearing. They 
seek neither pity nor charity, for 
they do not need and do not want 
commiseration; neither do they ask 
for any special favors, but just a 
square deal in their relations with 
the hearing community.”’ 

Dr. Fox told of the aims of the 
association, stressing its intense de- 
sire to suppress impostors, who, 
posing as ‘‘deaf and dumb” persons, 
prey on the public. 

Others who addressed the con- 
vention were Dr. Percival Hall, 
president of Gallaudet college; W. 
E. Marshall, chairman of the local 
committee; the Rev. H. L. Tracy, 
one of the fifteen Episcopalian min- 
isters who are deaf mutes, and 
Michael Lapides, of Connecticut, 
one of the leaders in the associa- 
tion. Miss Violet Colby, of this 
city, interpreted addresses made in 
the sign language and Dr. Hall in- 
terpreted those delivered orally. 

Miss Geraldine Gibbons, a deaf 
mute famous for her beauty, pre- 
sented a bouquet of flowers to 
President Roberts. The local com- 
mittee presented him with a his- 
toric gavel. This ceremony pro- 
voked much mirth, because where a 
majority of the delegates are con- 
cerned, the president could rap 
with the gavel all night without 
oeing heard. 


JUDGE JN $1,000,000 
FORD SUIT RETIRES 


Successor Named in Action

Detroit, Mich., Aug. 9 (By A. P.). 
Announcement of the retirement of 
Judge Arthur J. Tuttle, of the 
United States district court here, 
from the $1,000,000 libel suit filed 
against Henry Ford by Aaron Sa- 
piro, of Chicago, cooperative farm 
marketing promoter, and the selec- 
tion of Judge Benson W. Hough, of 
Columbus; Ohio, to hear the case, 
was made today at a hearing on an 
application for continuance by 
Ford. 

The decision of Judge Tuttle to 
retire from the case came after 
the filing of an affidavit by the 
Ford attorneys charging personal 
prejudice.

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TREATY RIGHTS IN MEXICO. 

The British government is reported to be 
making representations to the Mexican gov- 
ernment in behalf of British subjects who may 
suffer injury under the religious Jaw which 
became effective on July 31. The British gov- 
ernment relies upon Anglo-Mexican treaty 
which safeguards ‘the rights of British sub- 
jects in Mexico. 

The United States government may be 
called upon by its citizens to make similar 
representations to Mexico, under the treaties 
of 1831, 1848 and 1853. The treaty of 1831 
provides: 


Both the contracting parties promise 
and engage to give their special protec- 
tion t& the persons and property of the 
citizens of each other, of all occupations, 
who may be in their territories subject to 
the jurisdiction of the one or of the other, 
transient or dwelling therein * * * 
and the citizens of either party, or their 
agents, shall enjoy, in every respect, the 
same rights and privileges, either in 
prosecuting or defending their rights of 
person or of property, as the citizens of 
the country where the édause may be 
tried. * * * The citizens of the United 
States of America residing in the United 
Mexican states shall enjoy in their houses, 
persons, and properties the protection of 
the government, with the most perfect 
security and liberty of conscience; they 
shall not be disturbed or molested, in any 
manner, on account of their religion, so 
long as they respect the constitution, the 
laws, and established usages of the coun- 
try where they reside. 


The treaty of Guadalupe-Hidalgo, dated 
1848, provides that, even if war should break 
out between Mexico and the United States—

Here 
is the very Gibraltar of protection, and yet 
the country is asked to believe that it has been 
won by the propaganda of free trade. 

A campaign fought out on the issue of pro- 
tection and free trade—or, as the Democrats 
now call their plan, a “competitive” tariffy— 
will be found to the liking of Republicans. 
There probably are spots here and there where 
the farmer, deluded through misrepresenta- 


tion of facts, may hold the protective tariff 


responsible for his ills, but in the country at 
large that policy has been accepted as an as- 
surance of abundant work in all seasons and 
remunerative pay—prosperity in its broadest 
sense. Past elections have shown that success- 
ful attacks on protection have been followed 
by general hard times and general unemploy- 
ment. Fortunately for the country, the periods 
when free trade prevailed have been bricf and 
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grown too accustomed to enjoying the luxuries 
of life to deliberately cast them aside now. 
What a protective tariff has done and can do 
for this country has been proved. Werker: 
will prefer to hold fast to that which they now 
enjoy rather than listen to promises based 
solely upon the overthrow of existing economic 
and industrial conditions. If the tariff is to be 
the leading issue, Republicans enter into the 
contest with the victory more than half won.

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THE TIGER’S TEARS. 
Although a large part of the French press 
applauds M. Clemenceau’s open letter to 
President Coolidge and describes it as a 


true expression of French opinion, it is noted 
that the French government is proceeding with 
the steps antecedent to ratification of the 
Mellon-Berenger agreement as though 
Clemenceau did not exist. And he does not 
exist, so far as official action is concerned. 
His political influence in France has almost 
disappeared, and Frenchmen of all parties are 
disposed to hold him responsible for many of 
the troubles that now beset the country. 

Clemenceau was one of the chief makers of 
the treaty of Versailles. He was repeatedly 
warned that the United States would not ratify 
a treaty on the lines he was following. He per- 
sonally extorted the territory in Africa and 
Asia Minor which he now pretends to fear the 
United States may demand as security for the 
French debt. He personally gave Mosul to 
Great Britain in exchange for a free hand for 
France in Syria. His appea® for concessions 
on sentimental grounds, in view of his record 
in gobbling up territory, makes him a proper 
subject of satire and derision.

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EYE STRAIN AT THE MOVIES. 

Moving picture fans may continue to puar- 
take of their favorite form of diversion with- 
out fear of harmful result to the eyes, accord- 
ing to American and foreign experts. ‘‘Under 
favorable conditions, moving pictures do not 
cause. eye strain,’ states the Eyesight Con- 
servation Council of America. The flicker of 
films and improper position of seats, conditions 
easily corrected, are the causes of eye strain 
according to illuminating engineers of London. 
And the Illuminating Engineering Society of 
New York adds that its investigations show 
“that while the eyes are strained a great deal 
by the observation of moving pictures, even in 
the better moving picture houses, they are 
damaged little more by that, in all probability, 
than they are by reading steadily the same 
length of time under the greater part of the 
lighting that is now in actual use.” 

Here are comforting words. If, as is claimed 
by both the London engineers and the Eye 
Conservation council, eye strain comes usually 
only if the observer is seated too close to the 
screen so that his vision is directed upward 
at an abnormal angle; or if he is seated too 
far to the side so that his vision is distorted, 
the remedy is to avoid such seats. Fortu- 
nately the eye-straining flickering due to poor 
films, bad projection and faulty operation is 
notably absent from local screens. 
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SEEKING AID. 


Whenevet aid is sought by any European 
country or any European group, the United 
States is the place where the appeal is made. 
A committee representing the British coal 
mine strikers is headed for this country to so- 
licit aid for the “starving children’ of the 
striking miners and the unemployed. 

Premier Baldwin declares that there are no 
starving children; and he would appear to be 
sustained when the large government doles for 
unemployment are recalled. On the other 
hand, a member of the general council of the 
British Trades Union congress states that ap- 
proximately 2,000,000 children in England are 
in want; and that there are 3,000,000 un- 
employed workers, about’ 1,000,000 of whom 
are miners. 

America is the most generous nation on 
earth.

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BOVINE TUBERCULOSIS. 
The question as to whether or not bovine 
tuberculosis can be transmitted to the human 


Some of the farmerg of Maryland and Vir- 
ginia protested most vigorously against the 
regulations promulgated by the District health 
office, a few years ago, which demanded the 
tuberculin test for all cows whose milk was to 
be sold: in the District. 

At about that time testimony before the 
agricultural committee of the House seemed 
to prove conclusively that the dread disease 
may. be transmitted from a cow to a hog 
through feeding milk from an infected dairy 
animal. It came out in the hearing that the 
Agricultural college. at Ames, Iowa, shipped 
a carload of hogs to Chicago and requested 
that the buyer make a report to the college 
of the meat produced from each individual 
hog in the lot. One packer consented to. do 
this: and the Iowa college sold no more hogs 
+o that packer. The reason was that the ani- 
mals had been fed the skim milk and whey 
from the college dairy herd, and nearly 90 
per cent of the hogs were found to be unfit 
for human food because of the lesions of tu- 
berculosis discovered by the inspectors. 

The elimination of the disease in hogs, 
reflected in the killing reports from packers,

furnished by a packing company which ‘‘kept 
books’’ on the losses from tuberculous con- 
ditions in hogs. In 1919 this company re- 
ports that the average loss per hog from this 
cause was 75 cents. In: 1920 the loss de- 
clined to 66 cents, in 1921 it had dropped 
lo 49 cehts, and since 1923°the loss has fur- 
ther declined to 32 cents. The company in 
its report to the bureau says: ‘“‘We have ac- 
tual knowledge that the tuberculin test applied 
to cattle has reduced bovine tuberculosis 
among hogs fdllowing them, and has cleaned 
up the hogs from the disease.’’ 

Systematic tuberculosis eradication was be- 
gun by the bureau in 1919. Complete elimi- 


nation among cattle and other food animals 


may be followed by a radical diminution of 
the disease in humans.

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AQUEDUCT BRIDGE. 


The proposal to convert the north end of the 
old Aqueduct bridge in Georgetown into a 
recreational pier seems in the main so sensi- 
ble that it is hard to understand why it has 
been a bone of contention for so long. Prob- 
ably the cost of the work has clouded the 
eyes of the congressional appropriations com- 
mittee to the benefits to be derived from the 
conversion. 

Recent hot weather has served to revive in- 
terest in the project, and the citizens of 
Georgetown have. let it be’ known thaf ‘the 
matter will be brought before Congress again. 
This time, however, the project will be pre- 
sented as a measure,.important as a health 
safeguard, bringing relief to a considerable 
part of the population of the entire District 
in time of sweltering weather, rather than as 
an additional purely recreative facility. 

Some time ago the Georgetown Citizens 
association succeeded in getting the District 
engineer’s office to ask an appropriation of 
$55,000 from Congress to defray the cost of 
making the conversion. For reasons of econ- 
omy, however, the item was stricken out. At 
present the bridge is in the hands of the army 
engineers, who have asked an appropriation of 
$190,000 for tearing down all the structure 
save that part which is in the District. It 
might be possible, when the bridge is torn 
down, to make an arrangement whereby: the 
money brought from the sale of the junk 
would pay for part of the new pier. 
might be possible, until such time as the work 
anticipated might be paid for, to levy “a small 
admission charge against all desiring to make 
use of the facilities. At any rate, the project 
seems to be an entirely worthy one, and it 
is to be hoped that the backers will find some 
satisfactory way to bring about its completion. 
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It is easy to get publicity, but tomorrow the 
public will forget whether you were a noted 
criminal or a football star. 
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MISLEADING THE FARMERS. 


One of the leaders of the farm bloc in 
the Senate states: 

The justification for the tariff always 
has been that it affords protectiom for the 
American workingman by not requiring 
him to compete with the lower labor of 
Europe and the Orient. Now, Mr. Mellon 
insists that farm products must be sold in 
open competition with the farm products 
of other countries produced by this same 
cheap labor. 

The last statement is not according to the 
facts. American farmers are not compelled 
to sell their products in open competition with 
the farm products of other countries produced 
by cheap labor. 

In the first place, every American farm 
product, from wheat, corn, milk, eggs, cattle 
and meats, to rice and potatoes and peanuts, 
is protected against similar foreign farm 
products in the American market. 

In the second place, outside of wheat, cotton 
and perhaps rye, approximately 90 per cent, 
and in many instances 100 per cent, of the 
American farm production is sold in the Amer- 
ican market, where there is complete protec- 
tion against the farm products of other 
countries. 

Only about 10 per cent of the American 
production of corn is sold abroad, in competi- 
tion with the corn of other countries. Less 
than 1 per cent of American vegetables is sold 
abroad, and only about 5 per cent of American 
fruit. 

The senator who is defending the American 
farmers and condemning Mr. Mellon and 
others is actually misleading the American 
farmers.

The Matter of Reapportionment. 

To the Editor of the Post—Sir: 
I have read the article of William 
P. Helm, jr., on  reapportion- 
ment, appearing in The Post of 
August 9, in which he states that 
the Constitution is set aside by the 
failure of Congress to reapportion 
the congressional districts under the 
census of 1920. 

I do not agree with Mr. Helm. 
The language of the Constitution 
is: ‘‘Representatives shall be ap- 
portioned’”’ in a certain manner, not 
that ‘‘Congress shall apportion.’’ 
The Constitution simply states the 
manner of appointment of repre- 
sentatives. It does not require 
apportionment, nor state that ap- 
portionment shall be made every 
ten years. 

The several States do not derive 
their power to divide States into 
congressional districts from the 
Constitution, but from an.act of 
Congress; and the Constitution does 
not enjoin upon Congress any such 
act. That is wholly up to Con- 
gress. \ 

The fact is that the Constitution 
provides that ‘‘Representatives and 
taxes shall be apportioned among 
the several States according to 
their respective numbers,” and 
that ‘‘the actual enumeration shall 
be made within three years’’ (af- 
ter the adoption of the Constitu- 
tion) and ‘‘within every subse- 
quent period of ten years in such 
manner as Congress shall direct.’’ 
That is all. 

The number’ of representatives, 
the representation of each State, 
and the manner of dividing the 
States and electing members is 
entirely up to Congress. , Certainly 
there is no violation of the Consti- 
tution if Congress refuses to act 
after any census. 

Naturally this claim is put forth 
by the States which might gain 
representatives; but suppose Con- 
gress should adopt a unit of popu- 
lation for representatives’ that 
would reduce the number of repre- 
sentatives in each State some sev- 
éral members; would this claim be 
set up? Hardly. 

Failure of Congress to. reappor- 
tion under the census of 1920 does 
not deprive any State of represen- 
tation. If Congress refuses to in- 
crease the number of representa- 
tives, on the ground that the num- 
ber is already too large, the .people 
and the taxpayers will not com- 
plain. Each member of Congress 
now receives an annual salary of 
$10,000; which in many cases is 
very large for the talent offered 
and the service rendered. If any- 
thing, the ‘number of representa- 
tives should bb cut in half; and the 
country would not suffer. The 
taxpayers would save some 2% 
million dollars every year. 

Since 1862 the number of repre- 
sentatives has increased from 241 
to 435; and the annual salary from 
$4,000 ‘to $10,000. True, the 
business of Congress has increased, 
but not in proportion to the in- 
crease in the number of representa- 
tives and the increase in annual 
salary. 

The framers of the Constitution 
were wise in refraining from com. 
pelling Congress to increase the 
number of representatives every 
ten years, as would be the case if 
enumeration of representatives 
every ten yéars was made compul- 
sory. | D. E

I to grow anything in a dark cellar 


and you’ll get a slight idea of what 
would happen— weak, colorless 
Stems and leaves, disease each fruit 
never sees fresh air, and an early, 
wretched but unmourned demise. 

I'm not boosting any new trick 
cult when I say that the Sun is a 
vital factar in healthy plant devel- 
opment. You simply can’t dodge 
the issue. It’s there, and we’ve got 
to recognize its importance, and act 
accordingly. 

These foregoing mental mean- 
derings started this afternoon 
when I was thinning out my to- 
matoes to “let the merry sunshine 
in.’’ The plants have been growing 
so luxuriantly that the fruit was in 
clusters too thick, in some places, 
to permit the free circulation of 
light and air so necessary to proper 
ripening. 

Some of the fruits were actually 
stagnating for lack of these two es- 
sentials, so I simply pulled off and 
threw away enough to remedy the 
trouble. It’s going to be worth the 
attention, too,.in the way of im- 
proved ripening and freedom from 
spotting of the remaining crop. 

The same sort of situation ap- 
plies in a way to the muskmelons, 
though here it is brought about 
differently. The melons themselves 
will, unless you prevent it, settle 
more or less into the soil qn which 
they are lying, particularly as they 
begin to attain real size and weight. 
Thus it comes about that a con- 
siderable part of the lower side 
doesn’t get sunlight. This tends 
to produce uneyen ripening and, 
especially in wet seasons, actual 
rotting where the surface of the 
melon.is in contact with the soil. 

The remedy? Well, I simply slip 
a bit of board under every fruit 
when it is about two-thirds grown. 
One of my neighbors sets his 
melons up on inverted flower pots 
to bring about the desired results, 
but he has to admit that they 
tumble off their perches pretty 
often. 

So that’s that, Jimmy, old timer. 
If my tips appeal to you, go to it.

ARIOUS') devices and some | 
V drugs are used for the purpose 

of shifting blood from one part 
of the body to another. That is 
one of the purposes of massage. 
Liniments and blisters were used 
to bring the blood to the sur- 
face and in that way lessen the sup- 
ply to the internal organs. 

Of all the methods of doing that 
job, none is more efficient than 
swimming. When a person dives 
into cold water the capillary blood 
vessels of the skin contract and the 
blood is driven into the internal or- 


gans. There is a high degree of 
physiologic shock. Wherever shock 
is needed as a therapeutic agent, 
diving into cold water has a place. 
As the person swims around, he 
warms up. Presently he feels very 
comfortable. In swimming actively 
for a few hundred yards, he manu- 
factures a lot of heat. In spite of 
this excessive production of heat, 
his body remains cool. The capil- 
laries dilate and the skin becomes 
pink, because it is filled with blood 
sent there to unload its excess of 
heat. The goose flesh stage soon 
gives way to the pink glow stage. 
For all of those conditions in 
which it is desirable to drive the 
blood into the internal organs, or 
to pull it to the skin, swimming is 
a powerful agency for good. In 
swimming, the body makes a great 
deal of heat, but it does not get 
hot. Whenever it is advantageous 
to have the body muscles work hard 
and at the same time to avoid in- 


creasing the body temperature or 
causing sweating, swimming finds 
a field. The great energizing nerve 
stations of the body are located 
near to, or in, muscles. Nothing so 
stimulates the brain cells as a short 
period of great muscle activity. An 
athlete in action is «more alert 
minded, exercises quicker judg- 
ment, and better, makes more in- 
stant decisions, and actS on them, 
than does a banker or a board of 
trade man. That’s because of the 
close tieup of muscles and nerve 
outposts. 

But how is a fellow to get this 
mental stimulus on a hot day? If 
he turns a somersault at a directors’ 
meeting, he will sweat his collar 
down, at the very least. There is 
but one way, and that is to swim. 
He can chvose between swimming 
and being logy and indecisive. 

We are hearing much about the 
good effect of direct sunlight. Un- 
der certain circumstances, certain 
parts of the sunray seem to pene- 
trate the skin, to be absorbed by the 
blood and carried to the deeper 
parts of the sim ray seem to pene 
a present day theory. But this can- 
not happen to much advantage if 
the skin is covered by clothing. 
Swimming is the best way to get 
the bare skin to the sunlight. The 
neighbors are willing and the police 
shut their eyes.

3 OLD CONDEMNATION 
SUITS ARE AFFECTED 


Many Highway Extensions 
Have Been Put Off by 
~ — Regulations. 


Tests will be begun today of the 
new act passed by Congress May 28, 
this year, changing the procedure 
of acquiring land by condemnation 
to open up new streets under the 
Highway plan. District officials are 
wondering whether they are going 
to like the new law they tried so 
hard to have passed. 

Three old lawsuits for condem- 
nation of property, brought under 
the old act, are to be withdrawn 
and filed anew today under the new 
act. They are for acquisition of 
land to open Benning road north- 
east between Fifteenth street and 
Anacostia park, Potomac avenue 
northwest from Nebraska avenue to 
Reservoir road and Reservoir road 
northwest from Conduit road to Po- 
tomac avenue. 

Under the old law, if the condem- 
nation jury could not find benefits 
equal to damages; that is, if they 
could not agree that all the cost 
should be spread by special assess- 
ment against property benefited: 
the suit would fail and the land 
could not be bought. 

Change Sought Many Years. 

The result was that many street 
expansions had to be abandoned, 
put off from time to time. For 
several years the local government 
has sought to have the law changed 
so that the District could buy land 
for street extension when juries 
would not assess the whole cost 
against property, by paying for the 
remainder out of the general fund. 

This year the proposed new law 


was put at the head of the list of 
urgent requests by the commission-| 
ers and it was enacted. Now Dis-! 
trict officials are wondering wheth- 
er condemnation juries will take! 
advantage of it to spare property | 
holders special assessments and| 
“soak”’ the District for too large a/'} 
share of each street extension. 

A provision of the law gives the 
commissioners discretion to refuse 
to abide by verdicts of juriés, in 
which case the land will not be 
bought and the streets will not be 
opened.
